To  meet  the  existing  situation  with  respect  to  the  distribution  of  the  pink 
bollworm,  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  has  revised  the  rules 
and  regulations  supplemental  to  notice  of  quarantine  No.  52,  effective  March  1. 
97005—26 1 
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Owing-  to  tlie  apparent  eradication  of  the  pink  bollworm  in  Louisiana  and 
in  the  regulated  areas  in  central  and  eastern  Texas,  these  areas  have  been 
released  from  restriction,  contingent  upon  the  continued  freedom  of  these  areas 
from  this  pest. 

Inasmuch  as  no  infestation  has  ever  been  found  in  the  counties  of  Curry. 
Roosevelt.  Lea.  Quay,  and  Union.  N.  Alex.,  these  counties  also  are  released 
from  restriction  under  the  same  conditions. 

Provision  is  made  for  the  vacuum  fumigation  of  all  forms  of  cotton  lint, 
linters.  and  corton  samples  from  an  infested  area  as  a  condition  of  interstate 
movement.  Provision  is  also  made  for  the  interstate  movement,  for  disinfec- 
tion, of  baled  cotton  lint.  linters.  gin  waste,  and  all  other  forms  of  cotton  lint, 
including  samples,  under  permit,  from  one  regulated  area  to  another  regulated 
area,  under  such  safeguards  as  shall  be  required  by  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture. 

Several  changes  are  made  in  regulaton  0.  governing  the  control  of  inter- 
state movement  of  regulated  articles. 

In  order  to  conform  to  State  regulations,  a  new  paragraph  has  been  added 
to  Appendix  B.  providing  for  the  cleaning  of  infested"  fields,  including  the 
destruction  of  all  bolls,  squares,  and  seed  cotton  remaining,  promptly  after  the 
harvesting  of  the  crop  or  the  cleaning  in  such  other  manner  as  shall  be 
acceptable  to  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board  or  to   State  authorities. 

QUARANTINE  ON  ACCOUNT  OF  THE  PINK  BOLLWORM 
Regulations  (Third  Revision)  Under  Quarantine  No.  52 
(Revised  regulations  effective  on  and  after  March  1.  1926) 

INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 

The  third  revision  of  the  regulations  under  quarantine  No.  52  on  account 
of  the  pink  bollworm  of  cotton  is  necessitated  because  of  the  present  status 
of  this  insect  in  west  Texas  and  New  Mexico  and  the  apparent  eradication  of 
this  pe^t  in  Louisiana  and  all  the  regulated  areas  in  central  and  eastern 
Texas.     The  following  are  the  principal  changes  : 

1.  Vacuum  fumigation  is  required  of  all  forms  of  cotton  lint,  linters.  and 
cotton  samples  moving  interstate  from  an  infested  area. 

2.  The  regulated  areas  in  Louisiana  and  central  and  eastern  Texas  are  re- 
leased from  quarantine,  contingent  upon  the  continued  freedom  of  these  areas 
from  the  pink  bollworm. 

3.  The  counties  of  Curry.  Roosevelt,  Lea.  Quay,  and  Union.  N.  Mex..  which 
have  been  under  regulation  on  account  of  possible  invasion  from  the  Carlsbad 
district,  have  been  released  from  quarantine,  inasmuch  as  no  infestation  has 
ever  been  found  in  these  counties. 

4.  Provision  is  made  for  the  interstate  movement  for  disinfection  of  baled 
cotton  lint,  linters.  gin  waste,  and  all  other  forms  of  cotton  lint,  including 
samples,  under  permit  from  one  regulated  area  to  another  regulated  area  under 
such  safeguards  as  shall  be  required  by  an  inspector  of  the  united  States 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

5.  Provision  is  made  in  Appendix  B  for  the  cleaning  of  infested  fields  in 
conformity  with  State  regulations.

NOTICE   OF   QUARANTINE   NO.   52 

(Effective  on  and  after  September  10.  1921.     Supersedes  Notice  of  Quarantine 

No.  46.  as  amended) 

The  fact  has  been  determined  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  and  notice  is 
hereby  given,  that  an  injurious  insect,  the  pink  bollworm  {Pectuiophora  gossij- 
piella   Saunders),  new  to  and  not  heretofore  widely  prevalent  or   distributed 
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within  and  throughout  the  United  States,  exists  in  the  States  of  Texas,  Louisi- 
ana,1  and  New  Mexico. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  H.  C.  Wallace,  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  under  authority 
conferred  by  section  8  of  the  plant  quarantine  act  of  August  20,  1912  (37 
Stat.  315),  as  amended  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  4,  1917  (39 
Stat.  1134,  1165),  do  hereby  quarantine  the  States  of  Texas,  Louisiana,  and 
New  Mexico,  and  by  this  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  52  do  order  that  cotton, 
including  all  parts  of  the  plant,  seed  cotton,  cotton  lint,  linters,  gin  waste,  and 
all  other  forms  of  cotton  lint,  cottonseed,  cottonseed  hulls,  cottonseed  cake  and 
meal,  bagging  and  other  containers  of  the  articles  enumerated,  and  also 
railway  cars,  boats,  and  other  vehicles  which  have  been  used  in  conveying 
cotton  and  cotton  products  grown  in  the  States  named  or  which  are  fouled 
with  such  products,  hay  and  other  farm  products,  farm  household  goods  and 
farm  equipment,  shall  not  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  from 
the  said  quarantined  States  in  manner  or  method  or  under  conditions  other 
than  those  prescribed  in  the  rules  and  regulations  hereinafter  made  and 
amendments  thereto :  Provided,  That  the  restrictions  of  this  quarantine  and 
the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto  may  be  limited  to  the  areas  in 
a  quarantined  State  now  or  hereafter  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture as  infested  areas  and  regulated  areas  when  said  State  shall  have  pro- 
vided for  and  enforced  such  control  measures  with  respect  to  such  designated 
areas  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  be  deemed  ade- 
quate to  effect  the  control  and  prevent  the  spread  of  the  pink  bollworm,  or 
until  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  have  determined  that 
dangerous  or  infested  material  is  being  carried  out  of  such 
designated  areas.2

REVISED  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  SUPPLEMENTAL  TO  NOTICE  OF  QUARANTINE 
NO.  52.       (THIRD  REVISION) 

(Effective  on  and  after  March  1,  1926) 

Regulation   1.   Definitions. 

For  the  purposes  of  these  regulations  the  following  words,  names,  and  terms 
shall  be  construed,  respectively,  to  mean : 

(a)  Cotton  and  other  articles:  Cotton,  including  all  parts  of  the  plant,  seed 
cotton,  cotton  lint,  linters,  gin  waste  and  all  other  forms  of  cotton  lint,  cotton- 
seed, cottonseed  hulls,  cottonseed  cake  and  meal,  bagging  and  other  containers 
of  the  articles  enumerated,  and  also  railway  cars,'  boats,  and  other  vehicles 
which  have  been  used  in  conveying  cotton  and  cotton  products  grown  in  the  in- 
fested districts  or  which  are  fouled  with  such  products,  hay  and  other  farm 
products,  farm  household  goods,  and  farm  equipment. 

(Z>)  Pink  bollworm:  The  insect  known  as  the  pink  bollworm  of  cotton  {Pec- 
tinophora  gossypiella  Saunders). 

(c)  Quarantined  area:  Any  State,  or  any  portion  thereof,  quarantined  by 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  upon  determination  by  him  that  the  pink  boll- 
worm exists  therein. 

{d)  Regulated  area:  Those  portions  of  any  quarantined  area  in  which 
the  growth  of  cotton  is  permitted  under  the  restriction  that  the  crop  shall  be 
under  the  full  control  of  the  State  authorities  in  cooperation  with  the  United 
States  Department  of  xAgriculture  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  any  safeguards 
that  shall  be  determined  to  be  necessary  with  respect  to  the  disposition  and 
movement  of  the  crop. 

(e)  Infested  area:  Those  portions  of  any  regulated  area  which  have  been 
designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  infested. 

(/)  Inspector:  An  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 


*  In  the  following  revised  rules  and  regulations  the  areas  in  Louisiana,  which  have  been 
infested  with  the  pink  bollworm  and  which  have  heretofore  been  under  regulation,  are 
released  therefrom  until  further  notice.  No  infestation  has  been  found  in  these  areas  in 
Louisiana  for  upwards  of  five  years,  but  inspections  of  these  areas  will  be  continued  to 
determine  any  reappearance  of  this  pest.  On  the  basis  of  similar  freedom  from  infesta- 
tion for  a  period  of  four  or  more  years  the  areas  in  eastern  and  central  Texas  have  also 
been  released  from  regulation.

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Regulation  2.    Cotton  and  other  articles  subject  to  restriction. 

Except  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  restrictions  on  the  movement  of  cotton 
and  other  articles  covered  in  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  52  shall  apply  to  all 
products  and  articles  enumerated  in  said  notice  of  quarantine,  except  as  to 
hay.  and  as  to  the  other  articles  not  specifically  enumerated  in  the  quaran- 
tine covered  by  the  term  "  other  farm  products."'  originating  in  or  moving  from 
the  areas  in  the  quarantined  States  now  or  hereafter  designated  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  as  infested  or  regulated  areas. 

No  restrictions  are  placed  by  this  quarantine  and  the  regulations  supple- 
mental thereto  on  the  interstate  movement  of  the  articles  enumerated  therein 
from  all  points  in  the  quarantined  States  outside  of  the  areas  now  or  hereafter 
designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  infested  or  regulated  areas. 

Regralation  3.   Regelated  areas. 

All  districts  described  in  regulation  4  and  the  following  districts  in  Texas 
are  designated  as  regulated  areas : 

All  of  the  counties  of  Orange,  Jefferson.  Chambers.  Culberson,  Maverick, 
Kinney,  Val  Verde,  and  Galveston  (except  the  island  of  Galveston  therein), 
and  the  portions  of  Brazoria.  Fort  Bend,  Harris.  Liberty.  Newton,  Jasper,  and 
Hardin  Counties,  included  within  a  line  extending  from  the  mouth  of  Chocolate 
Bayou  northward  along  the  bayou  to  the  bridge  where  the  Elby  Knappe  road 
crosses  the  bayou  south  of  Alvin  near  the  S.  T.  Angier  survey;  thence  in  a 
westerly  direction  to  Sandy  Point  on  the  International  &  Great  Northern  Rail- 
way ;  thence  west  to  the  Brazos  River :  thence  north  along  the  Brazos  River  to 
the  Gulf.  Colorado  &  Santa  Fe  Railway  bridge  west  of  Areola ;  thence  in  a 
northeasterly  direction  to  the  intersection  of  the  Fort  Bend,  Brazoria,  and  Har- 
ris County  lines  south  of  Almeda :  thence  along  Clear  Creek  to  the  Santa  Fe 
crossing  north  of  Pearland ;  thence  northward  along  said  railroad  to  the  Simms 
Bayou ;  thence  northeasterly  along  Simms  Bayou  to  Buffalo  Bayou ;  thence 
along  Buffalo  Bayou  to  the  San  Jacinto  River ;  thence  northward  along  the  San 
Jacinto  River  to  the  Gulf  Coast  Railway ;  thence  northeasterly  along  the  Gulf 
Coast  Railway  to  the  Harris-Liberty  County  line ;  thence  along  the  Liberty  and 
Harris  County  line  to  Luce  Bayou  on  the  Ed.  King  survey ;  thence  along  Luce 
Bayou  in  a  northeasterly  direction  to  the  northeast  corner  of  the  Thomas  Gar- 
rett survey ;  thence  in  a  northerly  direction  along  the  east  side  of  the  Hugh 
Means  survey  and  the  J.  R.  Fault  survey  to  the  southwest  corner  of  the  Manuel 
de  los  Santos  Coy  survey;  thence  east  along  the  south  line  of  the  Santos  Coy 
survey  to  the  Hardin  County  line;  thence  southeast  along  the  Hardin  and 
Liberty  County  line,  following  that  line  to  the  east  line  of  Liberty  County ; 
thence  northeastward  to  the  town  of  Kountze :  thence  northwestward  along  the 
Texas  &  New  Orleans  Railway  to  the  south  line  of  Tyler  County ;  thence  due 
east  along  the  south  line  of  Tyler  County  and  continuing  due  east  across  Jas- 
per and  Xewton  Counties  to  the  Sabine  River ;  thence  southward  along  the 
Sabine  River  to  its  mouth,  except  that  part  of  Liberty  County  designated  in 
regulation  3  hereof. 

Regulation  4.   Infested  areas. 

The  following  regulated  areas  in  Texas  and  New  Mexico  are  designated  as 
infested  areas : 

Texas. — All  of  the  counties  of  Presidio,  Brewster,  El  Paso.  Hudspeth,  Pecos, 
Ward.  Reeves.  Loving,  and  Jeff  Davis. 

New  Mexico. — All  of  the  counties  of  Dona  Ana.  Eddy,  and  Chaves. 
Regulation  5.    Extension  or  reduction  of  regulated  and  infested  areas. 

The  regulated  areas  and  infested  areas  designated  in  regulations  3  and  4 
may  be  extended  or  reduced  as  may  be  found  advisable  by  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture.  Due  notice  of  any  extension  or  reduction  and  the  areas  affected 
thereby  will  be  given  in  writing  to  the  transportation  companies  doing  business 
in  or  through  the  State  in  which  these  areas  are  located  and  by  publication  in 
newspapers  selected  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  within  the  States  in  which 
the  areas  affected  are  located. 

Regulation  6.   Control  of  movement  of  cotton  and  other  articles. 

No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  movement  from  an  area  not  under  regu- 
lation through  a  regulated  area  of  cotton  and  other  articles  covered  in  Notice 
of  Quarantine  No.  52.  when  such  movement  is  made  on  a  through  bill  of  lading. 

The  interstate  movement  of  baled  cotton  lint  grown  outside  of,  but  concen- 
trated within,  a  regulated  area  may  be  allowed  under  permit. 
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The  interstate  movement  of  seed  cotton,  cottonseed,  cottonseed  hulls,  gin 
waste,  mill  waste,  and  the  stalk  and  other  parts  of  the  cotton  plant  from  regu- 
lated areas  is  prohibited  except  as  provided  in  paragraphs  (a)  and  (&)  fol- 
lowing : 

(a)  The  interstate  movement  of  seed  cotton,  cottonseed,  and  cottonseed  hulls 
from  a  regulated  area  which  has  not  been  designated  as  infested  may  be  author- 
ized under  permits  to  a  contiguous  regulated  area  under  such  safeguards  as 
shall  be  required  by  an  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture ;3 

(&)  The  interstate  movement  of  seed  cotton,  cottonseed,  and  cottonseed  hulls 
from  a  regulated  area  which  has  been  designated  as  infested  may  be  authorized 
under  permit  to  a  contiguous  infested  area  under  such  safeguards  as  shall  be 
required  by  an  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.3 

Provided,  That  seed  cotton  for  ginning,  cottonseed,  and  cottonseed  hulls  may 
move  without  permit  between  Dona  Ana  County,  N.  Mex.,  and  El  Paso  County, 
Tex. 

The  interstate  movement  under  permit  from  a  regulated  area  of  cake,  meal, 
and  bagging  and  other  containers  that  have  been  used  in  connection  with 
such  articles,  and  of  railway  cars,  boats,  and  other  vehicles  which  have 
been  used  in  conveying  cotton  and  cotton  products  grown  in  such  areas  or 
which  are  fouled  with  such  products,  and  of  farm  household  goods  and  farm 
equipment,  will  be  authorized  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  upon  compliance 
with  conditions  to  be  prescribed  in  the  permit. 

The  interstate  movement  of  baled  cotton  lint  and  linters,  gin  waste  and 
all  other  forms  of  cotton  lint  grown  in  a  regulated  area  is  prohibited  except 
as  hereinafter  provided  for  in  paragraphs  (a),   (&),  and  (c)  following: 

(a)  The  interstate  movement  of  baled  cotton  lint,  including  linters,  gin 
waste  and  all  other  forms  of  cotton  lint  and  samples,  grown  in  an  mfested 
area  will  not  be  allowed  unless  and  until  such  cotton  lint,  linters,  gin  waste 
and  all  other  forms  of  cotton  lint,  including  samples,  have  been  disinfected 
under  the  direction  of,  and  satisfactory  to,  an  inspector  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture :  Provided,  That  such  baled  cotton  lint,  linters, 
gin  waste  and  all  other  forms  of  cotton  lint,  including  samples,  may  be  au- 
thorized to  move  interstate  under  permit  from  one  infested  area  to  another 
infested  area  for  disinfection,  under  such  safeguards  as  shall  be  required 
by  an  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

(b)  The  interstate  movement  under  permit  of  baled  cotton  lint  and  linters, 
grown  in  a  regulated  area  more  than  two  years  prior  to  such  shipment,  or 
linters  which  can  be  identified  as  having  come  from  seed  originating  out- 
side of  such  area,  may  be  authorized  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  upon 
compliance  with  conditions  prescribed  in  the  permit. 

(c)  The  interstate  movement  without  permit  of  baled  cotton  lint  and  linters, 
lint  and  linter  samples,  and  other  forms  of  cotton  lint  grown  in  a  regulated 
area  in  which  no  infestation  has  been  found  in  the  crop  under  considera- 
tion for  such  movement,  or  in  the  crops  of  the  two  preceding  years,  will  be 
allowed  when  all  gins  operating  in  such  regulated  area  are  equipped  with 
properly  operating  disinfection  machinery,  and  when  all  cottonseed  passing 
through  such  gins  is  disinfected  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  Appendix  A. 

Regulation  7.   Inspection  and  certification. 

Cotton  and  other  articles  the  interstate  movement  of  which  is  permitted 
under  regulation  6  shall  not  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate 
until  such  products  have  been  inspected  and  certified  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

Regulation  8.   Marking  and  certification. 

Cotton  and  other  articles  the  interstate  movement  of  which  is  permitted 
under  regulation  6  shall  be  subject  to  such  marking  and  labeling  as  may  be 
required  by  the  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Copies  of  the  permit  required  by  regulation  6  must  be  attached  to  the  waybills, 
conductors'  manifests,  memoranda,  or  bills  of  lading  covering  such  shipments. 
In  the  case  of  lint,  linters,  and  bagging  or  other  containers  the  bales  or  other 

8  Until  further  notice  the  safeguards  which  must  be  complied  with  as  a  condition  of 
issuance  of  permits  for  the  interstate  movement  of  cottonseed  from  regulated  areas  pro- 
vided for  in  paragraphs  (a)  and  (6)  are  indicated  in  Appendix  A.  The  required  safe- 
guards on  the  movement  of  seed  cotton  and  cottonseed  hulls  will  be  designated  in  the 
permit  authorizing  such  movement. 
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parcels  of  such  materials  shall  be  plainly  marked  "with  the  name  and  address 
of  the  shipper  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee.  Containers  of  cot- 
tonseed hulls,  cake,  and  meal  will  not  be  required  to  be  marked,  but  copies 
of  the  permit  must  be  attached  to  the  waybills,  conductors'  manifests,  memo- 
randa, or  bills  of  lading  covering  such  shipments. 

Regulation  9.    Conditions  governing  inspection  and  issuance  of  certificates  and  permits. 

Persons  intending  to  move  or  allow  to  be  moved  cotton  or  other  articles  for 
which  certificates  of  inspection  or  permits  are  required  by  these  regulations 
will  make  application  therefor  as  far  as  possible  in  advance  of  the  probable 
date  of  shipment.  Applications  should  snow  the  nature  and  quantity  of  the 
articles  which  it  is  proposed  to  move,  together  with  their  exact  location,  and. 
if  practicable,  the  contemplated  date  of  shipment.  All  charges  for  storage, 
tage,  and  labor  incident  to  inspection,  other  than  the  services  of  inspectors, 
shall  be  paid  by  the  shipper.  Applications  for  inspection  and  issuance  of  cer- 
tificates and  permits  must  contain  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  consignors 
and  consignees  and  should  be  made  to  the  office  of  the  Federal  Horticultural 
Board.  701  Polk  Avenue.  Houston.  Tex.,  or  to  such  other  offices  as  may  I  - 
later  established,  and  of  which  due  notice  shall  have  been  given. 

Regulation    10.    Compliance    with    these    regulations    a    condition    of    acceptance    for    interstate 
movement  of  the  restricted  articles  bv  common  carriers. 

Transportation   companies   and  other   common  carriers   shall  not   accept   or 

m<>ve  interstate  from  within  the  infested  and  regulated  areas  any  of  the  ar- 
ticles covered  by  this  quarantine  other  than  in  compliance  with  these  regula- 
tions. 

Regulation    11.    Cleaning    of    railway    cars,    boats,    and    other    vehicles    and    materials    required 
before  moving  interstate. 

Railway  ear-  ats.  and  other  vehicles,  farm  household  goods,  and  farm 
equipment,    covered   by   these    regulations,    or   any    other    articles   which 

hereafter  be  made  subject  thereto,  and  originating  within  the  quarantined 
and  regulated  areas,  shall  not  be  moved  or  allowed  to  move  interstate  unless 
the  same  shall  have  been  thoroughly  cleaned  or  disinfected  at  the  point  of 
origin  or  shipment  to  the  satisfaction  of  an  inspector  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

Regulation  12.    Shipment  by  the  United   States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

This  quarantine  shall  not  apply  to  the  movement  by  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  of  cotton  and  other  articles  specified  therein  when 
intended  for  experimental  or  scientific  purposes. 

The  above  rules  and  regulations  are  hereby  adopted  and  shall  be  effective  on 
and  after  March  1.  1926.  and  shall  supersede  on  and  after  said  date  the  revised 
rules  and  regulations  issued  under  Notice  of  Quarantine  Xo.  52  (second  revis- 
ion) May  19.  11  _        fie  rive  on  and  after  June  1,  1923.

APPENDIX   A 

Requirements    for    the    issuance    of    permits    for    the    interstate    movement    of    cottonseed    from 
regulated  areas.       (See  Regulation   6.   p.   I) 

1.  Permits  will  be  issued  for  interstate  shipments  of  cottonseed  from  one 
regulated  area  to  designated  mills  in  a  contiguous  regulated  area  only  when 
the  seed  has  been  heated  to  a  point  sufficient  to  kill  the  pink  boll-worm  in  a 
machine  which  has  bem  tested  and  approved  by  an  inspector  of  the  Federal 
Horticultural  Board. 

2.  No  particular  make  of  machinery  for  the  disinfection  of  seed  is  prescribed. 
Any  machine  which  does  the  work  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  inspector  of  the 
Federal  Horticultural  Board  will  be  approved. 

3.  All  of  the  *eed  must  go  through  the  heating  chamber,  in  which  such  a 
temperature  must  be  maintained  continuously  as  will  give  the  seed  discharged 
a  temperature  oi      t  least  145 :   F. 
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4.  Permits  will  be  issued  only  for  shipments  to  mills  which  have  agreed  to 
the  following  requirements : 

(a)  Seed  must  be  unloaded  directly  into  the  hopper  or  into  a  conveyor  lead- 
ing directly  to  the  hopper  for  immediate  crushing. 

(b)  All  seed  scattered  in  the  process  of  handling  must  be  immediately  col- 
lected and  crushed  along  with  the  other  seed  or  burned. 

(c)  The  process  of  hulling  must  be  accomplished  by  running  the  seed  first 
through  either  a  bar  huller  or  a  disk  huller  ;  immediately  thereafter,  without 
storage  but  as  a  continuous  process,  through  a  disk  huller.  This  disk  huller 
is  to  be  kept  in  line  adjustment  at  all  times,  so  that  there  is  no  possibility  of 
any  uncrushed  seed  making  their  way  through  it. 

(<Z)  Such  construction,  installation,  or  repair  of  chutes  and  conveyors  must 
be  made  as.  in  the  opinion  of  an  inspector  of  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board, 
will  prevent  the  possibility  of  contamination  of  the  hulls  with  the  seed. 

(c)   Cars  must  be  thoroughly  cleaned  of  all  seed  immediately  after  unloading, 

(/  i  All  seed  received  in  a  condition  unfit  for  crushing  must  be  immediately 
burned. 

{(j)  Mills  shall  make  sue!)  reports  from  time  to  time  as  are  required  by  the 
Federal  Horticultural  Board  or  its  accredited  representatives  and  shall  allow 
inspectors  of  the  board  free  access  to  all.  parts  of  mills  at  all  times. 

I  //  I  Mills  must  execute  a  bond  with  approved  sureties  in  the  amount  of 
$5,000  guaranteeing  compliance  with  the  foregoing  regulations.

State  control  of  cotton  and  other  articles  in  cooperation  with  Federal  authorities 

Under  the  proviso  in  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  52.  whereby  the  restrictions 
as  to  any  State  concerned  may  be  limited  to  the  areas  now  or  hereafter 
designated  by  the  Secretary  as  infested  areas  and  regulated  areas,  such  State 
will  be  required,  in  cooperation  with  the  Federal  authorities,  to  enforce,  with 
respect  to  the  intrastate  movement  of  cotton  and  other  articles  enumerated  in 
the  quarantine,  the  restrictions  governing  the  interstate  movement  of  such 
a  rides  provided  for  in  the  regulations  under  the  quarantine. 

The  (/row  in  (j  rroi>. — The  growing  crop  shall  be  under  the  full  control  of  State 
authorities  in  cooperation  with  the  Federal  authorities,  such  control  to  include 
authority  to  inspect  the  fields  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  to  re- 
quire the  prompt  destruction  of  any  cotton  in  fields  which  shall  be  determined 
as  infested  with  the  pink  bollworm. 

All  fields  in  which  infestation  by  the  pink  bollworm  may  be  found  shall  be 
thoroughly  cleaned  under  supervision,  by  the  destruction  of  all  bolls,  squares, 
and  seed  cotton  remaining,  promptly  after  the  harvesting  of  the  crop,  or  cleaned 
in  such  other  manner  as  shall  be  acceptable  to  the  Federal  Horticultural 
Board  or  to  State  authorities. 

Cotton  in  noncotton  zones.— All  volunteer  or  other  cotton  growing  in  a  non- 
cotton  zone  shall  be  promptly  destroyed. 

Cottonseed  hull*. — All  cottonseed  hulls  shall  be  cut  to  such  degree  of  fineness 
as  to  destroy  all  infestation  by  the  pink  bollworm  at  the  mills,  as  a  continuing 
part  of  the  process  of  hulling  and  milling  of  the  seed,  in  such  manner  and  by 
such  means  as  shall  be  required  by  the  proper  officials  of  the  State  concerned 
in  cooperation  with  the  Federal  authorities.

NURSERY  STOCK,  PLANT,  AND  SEED  QUARANTINE 

CONDITIONS   GOVERNING   ENTRY   OF   NARCISSUS   BULBS    UNDER 
REGULATION  14,  QUARANTINE  37 

HB-193  March  10,  1926. 

The  restriction  on  the.  entry  of  narcissus  bulbs,  effective  January  1,  1926, 
excludes  commercial  entry  either  for  the  sale  of  the  imported  bulbs  or  for 
forcing  for  cut  flowers,  but  leaves  .open  the  provisions  for  entry  under  regu- 
lation 14  of  quarantine  37,  under  special  permits  and  under  conditions  and 
safeguards  to  be  prescribed  in  such  permits,  of  limited  quantities  of  bulbs  for 
the  purpose  of  keeping  the  country  supplied  with  new  varieties  and  necessary 
propagating  stock,  or  for  any  necessary  experimental,  educational,  or  scien- 
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line  purpose.    The  following  conditions  and  safeguards  have  been  established  . 
with  respect  to  such  entry  of  narcissus  bulbs : 

1.  Importations  will  be  strictly  limited  to  the  purposes  provided  for  under 
regulation  14,  as  indicated  above. 

2.  All  such  imported  bulbs  shall  be  given,  either  at  the  port  of  arrival  or 
at  other  designated  point,  the  hot  water  or  other  approved  treatment  at  the 
expense  of  the  importer,  but  under  the  supervision  of,  and  in  manner  and 
method  satisfactory  to,  an  inspector  of  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board.  Such 
treatment  may  be  authorized  at  destination  or  at  any  other  point  when  the 
board  is  satisfied  that  there  is  available  at  such  point  suitable  equipment  for 
the  treatment.  In  the  case  of  small  lots,  provision  may  be  made  for  forward- 
ing the  bulbs  to  Washington  for  treatment  under  the  immediate  direction  of 
the  Federal  Horticultural  Board. 

3.  Bulbs  imported  for  propagation  shall  be  planted  in  the  field  in  sections 
climatically  adapted  to  the  types  concerned,  and  the  applicant  will  be  required 
to  give  specific  information  as  to  the  location  of  the  proposed  plantings. 

4.  Bulbs  imported  for  propagation  shall  be  utilized  strictly  for  that  purpose 
under  methods  to  insure  the  earliest  and  best  propagation  results,  and  no 
prior  utilization  of  the  material  which  will  in  any  way  delay  or  limit  the 
propagation  purpose  will  be  authorized,  such,  for  example,  as  forcing  under 
glass  or  otherwise  for  cut  flowers. 

5.  Bulbs  imported  for  propagation  will  be  released  from  these  conditions  of 
entry  at  the  end  of  the  second  crop,  upon  presentation  of  evidence  satisfactory 
to  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board  that  full  and  adequate  propagation  use  has 
been  made  of  the  imported  stock.  Prior  to  such  release  no  sale  of  the  stock  or 
of  the  increase  therefrom  will  be  permitted. 

6.  Importations  made  for  any  necessary  experimental,  educational,  or  scien- 
tific purpose  will  be  subject  to  the  requirement  of  disinfection  and  to  such 
other  conditions  as  may  be  indicated  in  the  permit. 

7.  "  Limited  quantities "  as  used  in  regulation  14  is  interpreted  in  para- 
graph 12,  circular  105,  "  to  mean  such  quantities  as  will  supply  any  reasonable 
need  for  the  establishment  of  commercial  reproduction  plantings,  or  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  experimentnl.   educational,   or  scientific  purpose  intended."

No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  entry  of  Canadian-grown  fruits  and 
vegetables,  other  than  those  mentioned  in  quarantine  41 — "  quarantine  on 
account  of  the  European  corn  borer  and  other  dangerous  insects  and  plant 
diseases."

FRUIT-FLY    SURVEYS   IN   HONDURAS,    BRITISH    HONDURAS,    AND 

GUATEMALA 

Supplementing  the  fruit-fly  surveys  which  were  made  in  Honduras  by  Dr. 
W.  M.  Mann  in  February  and  March.  1920,  and  April,  1924,  Mr.  Emile  Kostal, 
an  inspector  of  this  board,  visited  that  country  during  the  month  of  January, 
1926,  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  the  fruit-fly  situation  during  that  period 
of  the  year,  as  compared  with  the  field  observations  made  by  Doctor  Mann  dur- 
ing the  months  of  February,  March,  and  April. 

At  the  time  of  Doctor  Mann's  visits,  there  was  comparatively  little  fruit 
available  for  examination,  with  the  result  that  very  little  information  could 
be  gained  with  respect  to  the  number  of  species  of  fruit  flies  occurring  in  that 
country  and  the  hosts  attacked.  Adults  of  Anastrepha  striata  were  reared  by 
him  in  1920  from  guavas  at  San  Juan  Pueblo  and  from  the  same  host  collected 
near  Ceiba  in  1924.  In  1920  he  collected  a  single  adult  of  Trypeta  phoenioura 
resting  on  the  foliage  of  citrus  trees. 

The  conditions  with  respect  to  the  presence  of  fruit  in  commercial  quantities 
were  much  more  favorable  at  the  time  of  Mr.  Kostal's  survey.  He  had  an  op- 
portunity to  examine  oranges,  grapefruit,  tangerines,  lemons,  and  sour  limes  in 
the  field  near  Ceiba  prior  to  picking.  In  two  groves  near  Ceiba,  two  fruit  flies 
were  especially  abundant ;  namely,  the  West  Indian  fruit  fly,  Anastrepha  frater- 
cuius  and  A.  serpentina.  In  addition  to  these,  adults  of  A.  striata,  the  species 
collected  by  Doctor  Mann,  and  A.  leptozona,  as  well  as  what  appeared  to  be  an 
undescribed  species  of  Anastrepha,  and  Euaresta  timkla  were  collected  in  the 
same  locality.  Ripe  and  brightly  colored  oranges  hanging  on  the  trees  were 
found  to  be  infested  with  the  larvae  of  Euxesta  sp.  These  larvse  were  found 
feeding  in  what  appeared  to  be  sound  tissues,  and  were  taken  in  fallen,  decayed 
fruit  in  only  two  instances.  The  punctures  and  exit  holes  made  in  inserting  the 
eggs  and  the  exit  of  the  larvse  appeared  quite  similar  to  those  produced  by 
true  fruit  flies.  It  was  noted,  however,  that  in  a  number  of  instances  the  skin 
of  the  orange  immediately  surrounding  the  puncture  was  beginning  to  decay. 

It  may  be  noted  that  the  genus  Euxesta  is  believed  to  include  scavenger  flies 
only,  the  larvse  of  which  breed  in  decaying  fruits  or  other  vegetation.  A  re- 
lated species,  which  has  been  identified  as  E.  notata  Wied.,  has  been  found  in 
Porto  Rican  oranges  but  apparently  associated  with  what  is  known  as  withertip 
injury,  due  to  a  fungus. 

At  the  time  of  visiting  Tela,  very  little  fruit  of  any  description  was  available 
on  the  trees  for  examination.  About  50  miles  from  Tela,  near  Progresso,  hog 
plums  (Spondias  sp.)  found  on  the  gtround  were  heavily  infested  with  larvse 
of  Anastrepha  sp. 

Incidental  to  this  survey,  brief  stops  were  made  in  Guatemala  and  British 
Honduras. 

At  Virginia,  Guatemala,  guavas  which  had  fallen  to  the  ground  were  found 
to  be  heavily  infested  with  a  species  of  Anastrepha. 

Comparatively  little  fruit  was  available  for  examination  in  British  Honduras, 
although  oranges  and  grapefruit  in  the  Stann  Creek  district  were  found  infested 
with  maggots  of  Euxesta  sp.  under  conditions  comparable  to  those  described  at 
Ceiba.  Likewise,  oranges  purchased  in  the  markets  at  Belize  were  also  found 
infested  with  maggots  of  this  insect.

CORN  BORER  QUARANTINE  EXTENDED  TO  INCLUDE  NEW 

TERRITORY 

(Press  notice) 

January  7,  1926. 

An  amendment  of  the  Federal  quarantine  regulations  governing  the  control 
of  the  European  corn  borer  has  been  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture, 
to  become  effective  January  16,  1926.  Additional  territory  in  Maine,  Rhode 
Island,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Michigan,  and  Ohio  will  be  added  to  the 
area  now  under  quarantine  on  account  of  t,he  pest.  This  new  territory  was 
found  to  have  become  invaded  during  the  past  season  by  local  spread  of  the 
corn  borer. 

The  newly  quarantined  area  includes  townships  and  other  political  sub- 
divisions in  16  counties  in  Ohio,  in  14  counties  in  Pennsylvania,  in  14  counties 
in  western  New  York,  in  12  counties  in  Michigan,  and  1  township  each  in 
Maine,  Rhode  Island,  and  eastern  New  York. 

The  European  corn  borer,  which  has  been  in  this  country  comparatively 
few  years,  has  been  found  to  be  a  dangerous  crop  pest.    The  insect  has  become 
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a  serious  menace  to  a  number  of  food  plants  and  especially  to  the  corn  crop. 
Federal  and  State  forces,  under  the  direction  of  the  Federal  Horticultural 
Board,  are  trying  to  prevent  its  further  spread  to  other  parts  of  the  country 
by  regulating  the  shipment  of  products  likely  to  carry  the  pest  outside  the 
areas  already  infested.

January  16,  1926,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  extend  the  quarantine  on  ac- 
count of  the  European  corn-borer  infestation  by  adding  certain  newly  infested 
areas  in  the  States  of  Maine,  Michigan,  New  York,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  and 
Rhode  Island. 

Under  quarantine  order  43  the  following  plants  and  plant  products  may  not 
be  accepted  for  mailing  to  points  outside  of  the  area  designated  as  infested 
unless  accompanied  with  a  certificate  issued  by  an  inspector  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  certifying  that  such  plants  and  plant 
products  are  free  from  the  corn  borer : 

(1)  Com  and  broomcom  (including  all  parts  of  the  stalk),  all  sorghums, 
and   sudan   grass,   from   all  infested   areas,   throughout   the   entire   year. 

(2)  Cut  flowers  or  entire  plants  of  chrysanthemum,  aster,  cosmos,  zinnia, 
hollyhock,  and  cut  flowers  or  entire  plants  of  gladiolus  and  dahlia,  except  the 
bulbs  thereof,  without  stems,  from  infested  areas  in  Massachusetts,  Maine, 
New  Hampshire,  and  Rhode  Island  throughout  the  entire  year. 

(3)  Celery,  green  beans  in  the  pod,  beets  with  tops,  rhubarb,  and  oat  and 
rye  straw  as  such  or  when  used  as  packing  from  infested  areas  in  Massachu- 
setts, Maine,  New  Hampshire,  and  Rhode  Island  between  June  1  and  December 
31,  only. 

Under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  1,  section  467,  Postal  Laws  and  Regula- 
tions, the  acceptance  for  mailing  of  the  plants  and  plant  products  referred  to 
from  the  infested  areas  designated  in  the  quarantine  order  and  amendments 
thereto  is  subject  to  the  restrictions  of  that  order,  and  all  concerned  will 
please  be  governed  accordingly.

Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  60

I,  William  M.  Jardixe,  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  have  determined  that  it  is 
necessary  to  quarantine  the  Territories  of  Porto  Rico  and  Hawaii  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  certain  injurious  insects,  which  in  the  mature  stage  are  present 
in  sand,  soil,  and  earth  around  the  roots  of  plants,  including  Phyllophaga  spp.

1131,  1165),  and  having  duly  given 
the  public  hearing  as  required  thereby,  I  do  quarantine  the  said  Territories  of 
Porto  Rico  and  Hawaii,  effective  on  and  after  March  1,  1926.  Hereafter,  under 
the  authority  of  said  act  of  August "20,  1912,  amended  as  aforesaid,  sand  (other 
than  clean  ocean  sand),  soil,  or  earth,  around  the  roots  of  plants,  shall  not  be 
shipped,  offered  for  shipment  to  a  common  carrier,  received  for  transportation 
or  transported  by  a  common  carrier,  or  carried,  transported,  moved,  or  allowed 
to  be  moved  from  the  Territories  of  Porto  Rico  and  Hawaii,  into  or  through 
any  other  State  or  Territory  or  District  of  the  United  States. 

This  quarantine  shall  not  apply  to  the  movement  of  sand,  soil,  or 
earth  around  the  roots  of  plants  moved  from  the  Territories  of  Porto  Rico 
and  Hawaii  for  experimental  or  scientific  purposes  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture.

Statutes,  315),  as  amended,  has  promulgated  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  60, 
effective  March  1,  1926,  issued  to  prevent  the  spread  of  injurious  insects 
through  the  agency  of  sand,  soil,  or  earth  around  the  roots  of  plants  from  the 
Territories  of  Porto  Rico  and  Hawaii,  moving  into  or  through  any  other 
Territory,  State,  or  District  of  the  United  States.  The  effect  of  said  quaran- 
tine is  to  prohibit  such  movement  of  plants  unless  they  have  been  entirely 
freed  from  sand  (other  than  clean  ocean  sand),  soil,  or  earth.  Copies  of  said 
Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  60  may  be  obtained  from  the  Federal  Horticultural 
Board,  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C.

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1925,  on  account  of  the  satin  moth,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  extend  the 
quarantined  areas  in  the  States  of  Massachusetts  and  New  Hampshire  and  to 
quarantine  portions  of  the  States  of  Maine,  Rhode  Island,  and  Washington. 
It  will  be  noted  that  regulation  4  of  the  order  absolutely  prohibits  the  move- 
ment of  poplar  and  willow  plants  from  any  of  the  infested  areas  listed  in 
regulation  3  into  or  through  any  other  State,  Territory,  or  District.

SHIPMENT  OF  MEXICAN  CITRUS  FRUIT  IN  BOND  THROUGH  THE 

UNITED  STATES 
HB-147  Revised. 

February  1,  1926. 

The  importation  for  consumption  purposes  of  citrus  and  certain  other  fruit 
from  Mexico  is  prohibited  by  quarantine  order  No.  5,  issued  under  the  authority 
of  the  Federal  plant  quarantine  act,  to  prevent  the  entry  into  the  United  States 
of  an  injurious  insect  known  as  the  Mexican  fruit  fly  (Trypeta  ludens)1. 

With  respect  to  articles,  prohibited  entry  in  this  and  other  similar  quarantines 
promulgated  for  the  purpose  of  excluding  plant  pests,  provision  has  been  made 
for  the  entry,  under  permit,  either  for  immediate  exportation  or  for  immediate 
transportation  and  exportation  in  bond,  of  such  articles,  when  such  action  can 
be  taken  without  risk  to  the  fruit  or  other  cultures  of  the  United  States.  These 
provisions  are  embodied  in  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  July  7,  1920.     The  provisions  for  entry  for  immediate  transpor- 


1  The  Federal  plant  quarantine  act  of  Aug.  20,  1912,  provides  either  for  regulation  or 
prohibition  of  the  entry  of  plants  and  plant  products  when  such  action  shall  be  necessary 
to  prevent  the  introduction  into  the  United  States  of  injurious  insects  and  plant  diseases. 
Under  this  authority  citrus  fruit  from  Mexico,  including  oranges,  grapefruit,  and  sweet 
limes,  and  also  mangoes,  achras  sapotes,  peaches,  guavas,  and  plums  are  prohibited  entry 
into  the  United  States  on  account  of  the  Mexican  fruit  fly  (Trypeta  ludens). 
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tation  and  exportation  in  bond  of  such  prohibited  articles  are  given  in  section 
7  of  those  regulations,  as  follows : 

The  entry  for  immediate  transportation  and  exportation  in  bond  of  any  of  the  plants 
or  plant  products  described  in  these  reflations,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  excluded  by 
quarantine.,  is  prohibited  except  on  specific  permit  from  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under 
such  conditions  as  will  be  prescribed  in  the  permit,  when  it  can  be  shown  that  such  trans- 
portation in  bond  through  the  United  States  can  be  so  safeguarded  as  to  routing  and 
protection  of  shipment  as  to  eliminate  all  possibility  of  risk  to  the  plant  cultures  of  this 
country.  *

ruder  this  section  permits  will  be  issued  authorizing  the  entry  for  immediate 
transportation  and  exportation  in  bond  of  Mexican  citrus  fruit  produced  in  the 
State  of  Sonora  only,  under  conditions  which  will  be  incorporated  in  the  per- 
mits.    These  conditions  are  as  follows : 

(1)  The  exporter  of  citrus  fruit  must  first  secure  from  the  Federal  Horti- 
cultural Board  a  permit  authorizing  shipment.  A  separate  permit  will  be  re- 
quired for  each  port  of  entry  and  country  of  destination,  but  each  permit  will 
be  an  open  permit  continuing  until  revoked  and  valid  over  all  the  designated 
routes. 

(2)  Such  movement  will  be  limited  to  entry  through  the  ports  of  Xogales  and 
Xaco.  Ariz.,  and  movement  through  the  United  States  by  designated  routes  to 
Canada  or  back  into  Mexico  at  ports  not  farther  east  than  El  Paso.  The 
authorized  railroad  routes  for  such  movement  are  listed  at  the  end  of  this 
circular. 

(3 )  As  a  condition  of  such  movement  the  fruit  must  be  shipped  in  bond 
under  United  States  customs  seal*  in  refrigerator  cars,  and  may  not  be  trans- 
shipped en  route. 

(4)  Prior  to  entry  the  exporter  must  submit  to  the  collector  of  customs  at 
the  port  of  entry  a  notice,  in  duplicate,  on  forms  provided  for  the  purpose, 
stating  the  initials  and  number  of  the  railroad  car,  the  particular  authorized 
route  over  .which  it  is  proposed  that  the  car  shall  move,  and  the  port  on  the 
Canadian  or  Mexican  border  at  which  the  car  will  pass  out  of  the  United 
States. 

(5)  Before  entry  each  car  must  be  disinfected  in  such  manner  as  shall  be 
required  by  the  inspector  of  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board. 

(6)  After  the  shipment  has  reached  destination  and  been  discharged  either 
in  Canada  or  Mexico,  the  car  conveying  it.  as  a  condition  of  return  to  the 
United  States,  must  be  carefully  swept  and  freed  from  all  boxes,  fruit,  or  other 
rubbish  by  the  railroad  company  involved. 

Failure  to  comply  with  any  of  the  above  requirements  may  cause  the  can- 
cellation of  the  permit.

In  addition  to  the  rail  movement  from  the  Mexican  border  ports  of  citrus 
fruit  produced  in  the  State  of  Sonora,  Mexico,  under  the  conditions  set  forth 
above,  citrus  fruit  from  any  part  of  Mexico  coming  to  the  port  of  New  York  or 
other  approved  northern  Atlantic  ports  by  ocean  transit  during  the  months  of 
December,  January,  and  February,  if  apparently  free  from  infestation,  as 
determined  by  inspection  at  the  approved  port  of  entry,  may  be  permitted 
entry  at  such  ports  for  immediate  transportation  and  exportation  in  bond  to 
Canada  in  accordance  with  section  7  of  the  rules  and  regulations  promulgated 
by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  July  7,  1920.     ( See  par.  3  of  this  circular. ) 

After  the  shipment  has  reached  destination  and  been  discharged  either  in 
Canada  or  Mexico,  the  car  conveying  it,  as  a  condition  of  return  to  the  United 
States,  must  be  carefully  swept  and  freed  from  all  boxes,  fruit,  or  other  rubbish 
by  the  railroad  company  involved.

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FEDERAL  PLANT  QUARANTINE  ACT  OF  AUGUST  20,  1912 

PURPOSE  AND   POWERS   OF  THE  ACT 

HB-162 

Revised  March  1,  1926. 

The  Federal  plant  quarantine  act  empowers  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to 
prohibit  or  regulate  the  entry  of  foreign  plants  and  plant  products  to  prevent 
the  entry  into  this  country  with  such  products  of  new  and  dangerous  plant 
pests,  either  insect  enemies  or  plant  diseases. 

It  also  empowers  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  establish  and  maintain 
quarantined  districts  within  the  United  States  for  the  purpose  of  preventing 
the  spread  of  plant  enemies  or  diseases  which  may  have  gained  local  foothold, 
and  to  cooperate  with  the  States  in  measures  looking  to  the  extermination  of 
such  pests. 

CONDITIONS  NECESSITATING  THE  ACT 

The  more  important  pests  of  agriculture  and  forestry  in  this  country  are  of 
foreign  origin.  The  importation  of  plants  and  plant  products  without  inspec- 
tion of  safeguards  of  any  kind  has  been  the  means  of  entry  of  practically  all 
of  these  pests.  At  least  100  of  these  are  major  plant  pests.  There  are  many 
hundreds  of  minor  imported  pests.  It  is  conservatively  estimated  that  such 
imported  farm  and  forest  pests  now  cause  crop  losses  of  upwards  of  a  billion 
dollars  a  year. 

Prior  to  August  20.  1912,  there  was  no  Federal  law  which  gave  authority  to 
restrict  or  safeguard  in  any  way  the  entry  of  plants  and  plant  products  for  the 
purpose  of  excluding  such  pests.  It  was  known  that  there  were  many  hundreds, 
or  even  thousands,  of  important  pests  of  all  kinds  of  crops  including  forest 
trees  which  had  not  yet  gained  entry  into  this  country  and  which  should  there- 
fore be  kept  out. 

The  first  attempt  to  secure  national  plant  quarantine  legislation  followed  the 
San  Jose  scale  scare  in  the  early  nineties,  and  was  largely  an  effort  to  get  Fed- 
eral authority  to  prevent  interstate  spread  of  this  pest,  with  provision  for  mere 
incidental  safeguards  against  the  introduction  of  new  foreign  pests.  Nothing 
came  from  this  effort. 

The  second  and  ultimately  successful  effort  to  secure  national  plant  pest 
legislation  was  occasioned  by  the  risk  which  became  very  apparent  in  the  years 
1908  and  1909  of  the  entry  and  wide  distribution  throughout  the  United  States 
of  the  gipsy  moth  and  brown-tail  moth  through  importations  of  nursery  stock. 
Other  important  risks  especially  in  view  in  connection  with  this  attempt  to 
secure  legislation  were  the  danger  of  entry  of  the  dreaded  potato-wart  disease, 
known  to  occur  in  various  European  countries,  and  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly, 
a  pest  which  in  its  then  nearly  world-wide  distribution  had  demonstrated  that 
it  was  probably  the  worst  of  all  fruit  pests.  These  dangers  led  to  the  drafting 
of  an  entirely  new  bill  substantially  along  the  lines  of  the  present  plant  quaran- 
tine act.  This  bill,  after  encountering  much  opposition  and  after  numerous 
amendments  and  reintroductions,  was  finally  passed  and  became  a  law  August 

20.  1912. 

THE   ADMINISTRATION    OF   THE   ACT 

Under  the  terms  of  the  plant  quarantine  act  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board 
must  be  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  from  three  bureaus  of  the 
department,  namely.  Plant  Industry,  Forestry,  and  Entomology,  all  of  which 
have  direct  relation  to  the  development  and  conservation  of  the  farm  and  forest 
resources  of  the  Nation.     This  board  was  first  appointed  and  organized  August 

21,  1912.  The  present  membership  of  the  board  is  as  follows :  G\  L.  Marlatt, 
chairman,  Bureau  of  Entomology ;  R.  A.  Oakley,  vice-chairman,  Bureau  of 
Plant  Industry ;  George  B.  Sudworth.  Forest  Service ;  M.  B.  Waite,  Bureau  of 
Plant  Industry  ;  and  John  E.  Graf.  Bureau  of  Entomology. 

The  Federal  Horticultural  Board  is  the  administrative  body  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  any  plant  quarantine  restrictions  under  the  act.  The  need  for  re- 
strictions on  the  entry  of  plants  or  plant  products  for  the  purpose  of  excluding 
pests  is  presented  to  this  board  as  a  rule  from  the  appropriate  bureaus  of  the 
department,  and  any  recommendations  of  the  board  to  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture follow  conferences  with  the  department  specialists  representing  groups 
of  leaders  in  every  phase  of  plant  production  and  distribution.  To  further 
safeguard  the  promulgation  of  such  quarantines,  its  recommendations  are  based 
on  public  hearings  required  in  the  act.    Finally,  before  any  proposed  quarantine 
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is  approved  and  promulgated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  it  is  reviewed 
and  approved  as  to  subject  matter  and  need  by  the  Director  of  Regulatory 
Work  of  the  department.  Such  quarantines  and  the  regulations  thereunder 
represent,  therefore,  the  judgment  of  the  department  as  a  whole  on  the  subject 
concerned. 

MORE    IMPORTANT   FIELD    OF   WORK 

Regulation  of  entry  of  foreign  plants  and  plant  products. — Under  this  act 
some  22  quarantine  and  restrictive  orders,  prohibiting  or  regulating  the  entry 
of  foreign  plants  and  plant  products,  are  now  being  enforced.  These  quaran- 
tine and  other  orders  are  for  the  purpose  of  excluding  such  pests  as  the  Mediter- 
ranean and  other  fruit  flies,  the  pink  bollworm  and  other  cotton  pests,  serious 
diseases  of  potatoes,  cereals,  and  other  important  crops. 

Domestic  plant  quarantines. — There  are  now  being  enforced  some  17  domestic 
quarantines  controlling  the  interstate  movement  of  plants  and  plant  products. 
These  have  for  their  object  prevention  of  spread  within  the  United  States 
of  such  plant  and  forest  enemies  as  the  gipsy  moth  and  the  brown-tail  moth, 
the  pink  bollworm  of  cotton,  the  date-palm  scale  insects,  the  Japanese  beetle, 
the  European  corn  borer,  the  white-pine  blister  rust,  and  the  potato  wart. 

Control  of  particular  plant  enemies. — In  addition  to  its  quarantine  activi- 
ties, the  board  is  concerned  in  large-scale  control  operations  against  particular 
plant  enemies,  either  directly  or  in  cooperation  with  other  bureaus  under 
special  appropriations  of  Congress  to  effect  the  control  and,  if  possible,  exter- 
mination of  such  pests  as  the  pink  bollworm  of  cotton,  the  Japanese  beetle,  the 
gipsy  and  brown-tail  moths,  the  European  corn  borer,  the  citrus  canker,  the 
potato  wart  disease,  the  white-pine  blister  rust,  and  the  black  stem  rust,  flag 
smut,  and  take-all  diseases  of  wheat. 

The  port  inspection  service. — For  tbe  enforcement  of  its  various  quarantine 
and  regulatory  orders  the  board  is  now  developing  and  maintaining  an  inspec- 
tion service  at  the  principal  ports  of  entry  of  the  United  States.  This  service 
involves  control  of  the  entry  of  products  brought  under  restriction,  as.  for 
example,  all  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds,  all  fruits  and  vege- 
tables, corn  and  small  grains  from  certain  countries,  and  a  number  of  minor 
plant  products.  It  also  provides  for  the  disinfection  at  specified  ports  of  entry 
of  all  imported  lint  cotton  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  entry  of  cotton  pests. 
This  involves  the  control  of  from  400,000  to  600.000  bales  of  cotton  and  related 
products  annually.  To  exclude  the  pink  bollworm  enemy  of  cotton  from 
Mexico  it  maintains  a  port  inspection  service  along  the  entire  Mexican  border — 
a  service  which  regulates  the  entry  of  all  imports  and  directs  and  supervises 
the  disinfection  of  railway  cars  and  freight,  express,  baggage,  and  other 
materials  entering  from  Mexico,  to  prevent  the  entry  with  such  cars  and 
materials  of  cottonseed  or  other  carriers  of  the  pink  bollworm. 

Research  work. — The  board  from  time  to  time  also  cooperates  with  the 
other  bureaus  of  the  department  in  research  investigations  to  secure  informa- 
tion necessary  for  the  proper  determination  of  necessary  quarantine  restric- 
tions with  respect  to  both  foreign  plant  pests  and  to  plant  pests  of  local 
establishment  in  the  United  States.  Such  research  work  of  the  board  has  had 
relation  to  most  of  the  special  subjects  enumerated  above,  and  is  undertaken 
by  the  board  only  when  the  other  bureaus  of  the  department  are  not  able  to 
give  the  necessary  information  and  ^an  not  from  the  status  of  their  appro- 
priations and  other  commitments  undertake  the  necessary  investigational 
work. 

COOPERATION  * 

State  cooperation. — The  quarantine  and  other  officials  of  the  several  States 
have  been  brought  into  a  general  organization  for  aid  and  cooperation  in  the 
enforcement  of  the  Federal  plant  quarantine  act.  and  some  10S  such  State 
officials  are  now  connected  with  the  work  of  the  board  as  collaborators  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  very  materially  assist  in  the  enforcement 
of  the  Federal  quarantine  and  regulatory  orders. 

Foreign  cooperation. — Some  30  foreign  countries  have  enacted  legislation 
and  appointed  inspection  officials  to  cooperate  with  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture in  the  enforcement  of  the  regulations  and  quarantines  under  the 
Federal  plant  quarantine  act,  governing  imports  of  plants  and  plant  products. 

PERIOD   AND   RESULTS 

There  has  been  a  fairly  rapid  growth  and  expansion  of  work  during  the 
more    than    13    years    of    enforcement    of    the    Federal    plant    quarantine    act. 
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This  has  followed,  naturally,  the  promulgation  of  additional  restrictive  quar- 
antines prohibiting  or  regulating  the  entry  of  foreign  plants  and  plant  products 
or  controlling  the  interstate  movement  of  plants  and  plant  products  with  the 
object  of  prevention  of  entry  or  spread  within  the  United  States  of  new  and 
dangerous  crop  enemies.  A  large  phase  of  the  development  has  been  in  con- 
nection with  the  port  inspection  service  for  the  enforcement  of  the  various 
quarantine  restrictions  at  ports  of  entry,  and  also  in  connection  with  the 
Mexican  border  service,  which  regulates  the  entry  of  all  traffic  from  the 
Republic  of  Mexico  into  the  United  States  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the 
entry  of  the  pink  bollworm  of  cotton.  A  large  feature  of  the  work  also  is  in 
the  control  of  particular  plant  enemies  in  which  the  board  acts  eirher  directly 
or  in  cooperation  with  the  appropriate  bureau  of  the  department  concerned. 

The  important  service  rendered  during  this  period  has  been  the  prevention 
of  entry  of  a  very  large  number  of  new  pests  of  the  farm,  orchard,  and 
forest.  The  number  of  foreign  pests  which  have  been  intercepted  with  plant 
and  plant  product  importations,  of  which  a  fairly  accurate  record  has  been 
kept,  makes  a  very  imposing  list,  many  thousands  of  different  interceptions 
covering  a  range  of  hundreds  of  new  pests. 

Illustrating  the  utility  of  the  work,  it  may  be  noted  that  the  appropriations 
by  Congress  for  the  current  fiscal  year  for  the  control  and  prevention  of 
spread,  and,  in  a  few  instances,  eradication,  of  recently  established  plant  pests 
total  82,746.390.  This  represents  merely  the  current  annual  Federal  expendi- 
tures for  such  control  and  takes  no  account  of  State  appropriations  for  the 
same  purpose  nor  of  the  enormous  losses  occasioned  by  these  pests  which,  for 
most  of  them,  will  be  a  continuing  and,  with  the  spread  of  the  pests,  an  in- 
creasing charge  against  the  crops  concerned.  It  is  significant  that  most  of 
those  pests  gained  entrance  in  the  three  or  four  years  just  prior  to  the  passage 
of  the  plant  quarantine  act.  and,  in  fact,  during  the  period  while  it  was 
pending  in  Congress.2  The  enforcement  of  the  plant  quarantine  act  through 
the  port  of  entry  service  and  in  other  ways  has  largely  stopped  this  flow  into 
the  United  States  of  new  plant  pests  and  has  excluded  many  known  plant 
pests  of  tremendous  potential  danger  now  the  subjects  of  particular  quarantine 
prohibitions  and  restrictions.  The  insurance  value  of  the  act  would  therefore 
seem  to  be  clearly  indicated. 

The  large  benefits  which  have  accrued  from  the  act  are  the  exclusion  of 
pests,  as  just  indicated,  and  also  the  control  of  recently  introduced  pests  with 
indications  of  success  in  the  effort  to  eradicate  at  least  two,  or  possibly  three, 
such  pests.  While  the  quarantines  restricting  and  regulating  the  entry  of 
foreign  plants  and  plant  products  have  for  their  sole  purpose  the  reducing  to 
the  utmost  the  risk  of  introducing  dangerous  plant  pests,  it  necessarily  follows 
that  such  prohibitions  and  restrictions  as  are  enforced  may  give  trade  benefits 
to  American  producers.  Such  benefits  are  unavoidable  and  can  not  be  con- 
sidered one  way  or  the  other  in  administering  the  law.

PLANTS  AND  PLANT  PRODUCTS  FOR  PROPAGATION  NOT  TO  BE 
ACCEPTED  FOR  MAILING  IN  VIOLATION  OF  THE  POSTAL  REGU- 
LATIONS

As  the  season  for  shipping  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  plant  products 
for  propagation  is  at  hand,  attention  is  invited  to  paragraph  2,  section  467, 
Postal  Laws  and  Regulations,  and  postmasters  are  reminded  that  they  must  not 
accept  for  mailing  parcels  containing  plants  and  plant  products,  including  all 
field-grown  florists'  stock,  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings,  grafts,  scions,  buds, 
fruit  pits,  and  other  seeds  of  fruit  and  ornamental  trees  or  shrubs,  and  other 
plants  and  plant  products  for  propagation,  except  field,  vegetable,  and  flower 
seeds,  bedding  plants,  and  other  herbaceous  plants,  bulbs,  and  roots,  unless 
rhey  are  accompanied  with  a  certificate  from  a  State  or  Government  inspector 

2  The  following  pests  which  are  now  the  subject  of  important  appropriations  by  Con- 
gress and  efforts  at  control  or  eradication  sained  entrance  and  establishment  in  the 
United  States  during  the  four  years  between  1908  and  1912  :  Oriental  fruit  worm, 
Japanese  beetle,  citrus  canker,  potato  wart,  European  corn  borer,  camphor  scale,  and 
gipsy  moth  in  New  Jersey,  1910. 
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to  the  effect  that  the  nursery  or  premises  from  which  such  stock  is  shipped  has 
been  inspected  within  a  year  and  found  free  from  injurious  insects  and  plant 
diseases,  and  the  parcel  containing  such  stock  is  plainly  marked  to  show  the 
nature  of  the  contents  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  sender. 

It  will  be  noted  that  it  is  not  required  that  each  shipment  be  inspected,  but 
merely  that  the  nurseries  or  premises  from  which  the  stock  is  shipped  have 
been  inspected  as  prescribed.

CONVICTIONS  FOR  VIOLATIONS  OF  THE  PLANT  QUARAN- 
TINE ACT 

The  following  convictions  for  violations  of  the  plant  quarantine  act  were 
reported  to  the  board  during  the  period  January  1  to  March  31,  1926. 

WHITE-PINE  BLISTER-RUST  QUARANTINE 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Celery  City  Nurseries,  Kalamazoo,  Mich., 
in  the  interstate  shipment  of  four  currant  plants  to  a  point  outside  of  the 
quarantined  area,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $25  and  costs. 
(Plant  quarantine  case  No.  265.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Consumers  Wholesale  Nursery  Co., 
Stevensville,  Mich.,  in  the  interstate  shipment  of  six  currant  plants  to  a 
point  outside  of  the  quarantined  area,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was 
fined  $25  and  costs.     (Plant  quarantine  case  No.  267.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Jerseyville  Nursery,  Jerseyville,  111.,  in  the 
interstate  shipment  of  six  gooseberry  plants  to  a  point  outside  of  the  quaran- 
tined area,  the  defendant  pleaded  nolo  contendere  and  was  fined  $25  and  costs. 
(Plant  quarantine  case  No.  233.) 

MEDITERRANEAN  FRUIT-FLY  AND  MELON-FLY  QUARANTINE 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Manuel  Newman,  a  mess  boy  on  the 
steamship  City  of  Los  Angeles,  in  the  carrying  of  several  pineapples,  without 
inspection  and  certification,  from  Honolulu,  Hawaii,  to  San  Pedro,  Calif.,  the 
defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  sentenced  to  confinement  for  90  days  in 
the  county  jail. 

JAPANESE  BEETLE  QUARANTINE 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  The  American  Railway  Express  Co.,  in 
the  interstate  transportation  on  December  9,  1925,  of  one  rubber  plant  from 
the  infested  area  of  Pennsylvania  to  a  point  outside  the  quarantined  area,  with- 
out inspection  and  certification,  the  defendant  pleaded  nolo  contendere  and  was 
fined  $100.     (Plant  quarantine  case  No.  283.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  The  American  Railway  Express  Co.,  in 
the  interstate  transportation  on  December  10,  1925,  of  one  bundle  of  nursery 
stock  from  the  infested  area  of  Pennsylvania  to  a  point  outside  the  quaran- 
tined area,  without  inspection  and  certification,  the  defendant  pleaded  nolo 
contendere  and  was  fined  $100.     (Plant  quarantine  case  No.  284.) 
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
